WHAT THE LAW SAYS ON THE SUBJECT. 


The Briceville Rioters Are No More Law- 
less Than the Men Who Have Been Ar 
rayed Against Them. 


CuHaTTANooGa, Tenn., July 17.—[Spe- 
cial.}—It seems here tonight, from investiga- 
tions made by several prominent Chattanooga 
attorneys, that Governor Buchanan has made 
a bad break in ordering out the militia to quell 
the mine riots at Bryceville. 

WHICH IS THE MOB? 

Whether the Tennessee militia or the Coal 
creek miners are a mob is a fine legal question. 
Atthesame timethe governor lays himself 

. liable to indictment for treason, for declaring 

Tennessee in a state of rebellion on account of 

a few lawless miners. It seems certain, from 

the authorities on the subject, that if any 

soldier at Coal creek kills a miner,he is a legal 
murderer, and must answer to the charge. 
| THE LAW QUOTED. 

Article 3, section 5, of the Tennessee consti- 
tution, adopted in 1870, says the militia shall 
not: be called into service except in 
case of rebellion oor _ invasion, and 
then only when the general assembly shall 
declare by law that the public safety 
requires it. The adoption was caused from 
Tennessee experience under the famous Gov- 
ernor Brownlow. The state code of 1884, sec- 
tion 554, repeats the above. These laws are 
still in force, and there has been no repealing 
clause as far as your correspondent learns. 
Furthermore, the general appropriation bill, 

’ @bhapter 129, acts of 1891, passed March 30th, 
which is the only appropriation bill passed, 
makes no provision for calling out the militia, 
nor for paying its expenses. 

FEELING AROUSED. 

There is great indignation here tonight 
among the parents, relatives and friends of the 
two Chattanooga military companies at Brycee 
ville, because the handful of boys would stand 
little showing against several hundred equally 
well-armed miners. The soldiers have no 
blankets and little food, as the impolitic and 
unwise governor made no preparation fortheir 
_ comfort. 

The News from the Mines. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., July 17.—[Special.J— 
General Norman has heard nothing from Gov- 
srnor Buchanan since last evening, when he 
announced evefything quiet at Briceville, and 
he hoped there would be no further trouble. 
One hundred men were on guard. A telegram 
was received here this morning from Memphis 
announcing that the Chickasaw Guards, the 
Bluff City Zouaves, the Hibernian Rifles, the 
Rozier Zouaves and the Maurelian Cadets 
were in readiness. and could movein an hour 
if necessary. If there should be any serious 
trouble at Briceville 1,000 men could be started 
for the scene immediately. General Norman 
does not credit the sensational dispatches sent 
from Knoxville and Coal Creek last night. 
He thinks that the matter is about ended, 
being confident that the governor would have 
wired him if there was any trouble. 

WHERE MINERS ARE NEEDED. 

The following dispatch was received here 
this morning and forwarded to the governor to 
be posted at Briceville: 

‘EVANSVILLE, Ind., July 17.—Governor Buc-h 
_anan: Fifty coal miners can get steady work 
here. Miners scarce in this vicinity. Post this 
at Briceville.

The Rock City Guards, of this city, are 
anxiously awaiting orders to go to the front. 
A half-dozen of the Guards remained at their 
armory last night, and made arrangements to 
wake not less than forty menin an hour if un- 
favorable news was received here. The spirit 
shown is commendable, as any further trouble 
will undoubtedly mean bloodshed.

THE PRECIOUS METALS. 


Gold and Silver Production in the United 
States. 

WASHINGTON, July 17.—A census bulletin 
relating to the production of gold and silver 
in the United States was issued today. Pro- 
duction during the year of 1889 was; Gold, 
ounces, 1,590,869; coinage value, $32,886,744. 
Silver, ounces, 5,354,851; coinage value, 
$66,396,988. Total value, $99,283,732. In gold 
this is nearly 28 per cent of the world’s pro- 
duct, and in silver 41 per cent. The expense 
of production during the year is $63,451,136. 
A table of the approximate distribution of the 
gold and silver product shows the following 
values: 
Georgia, gold, $107,605; silver, $464. 
North Carolina, gold, $146,795; silver, $3,879. 
South Carolina, gold, $46,853; silver, $232; 
Tennessee, no report; Virginia, gold, $4,100; 
silver, $13. = 

California produced the greatest amount of 
gold and Colorado the greatest amount of 
silver, and Colorado is second in gold produc- 
tion, while Montana is second in silver. 
Nevada is third in the value of gold produc- 
tion and Montana fourth. Utahis third in 
silver value and Nevada fourth. Nextin the 
order of value of product come Idaho, Da- 
kota, Arizona and New Mexico.

MURDERING THE MISSIONARIES.

Chinese Still Killing the American 
Missionaries. 

San FrRAnNcisco, Cal., July 17.—The steam- 
ship Belgic arrived today from China and 
Japan. The Shanghai Mercury, of June 8th, 
announces the murder of one English customs 
house officer, A. W. Green, and of Mr. Argent, 
a member of a Methodist mission, by Chinese 
rioters at Wrihsieh. A numberof houses were 
burned during the riot. The ladies of 
the mission were taken aboard the steamer 
Tapsing by Captain Cain, while the bodies 
of the murdered men were taken aboard the 
United States steamer Palos. It appears that 
Argent was knocked down onthe street bya 
rock from a boy’s hand, and a mob fell upon 
him, shattering his head with a large club. 

Mr. Green was reported to have had his 
throat cut by the mob. It is stated thata 
Canton woman, in the latter’s household, was 
murdered by an assassin aftershe had killed 
three of weir nutnber with a sword.

The Navajoes Marching Upon Fiagstaff, 
Arizona. 

Fracstarr, Ariz., July 17.— Word has been 
received by Sheriff Francis that the Navajo 
Indians held a big pow-wow at Fort Defiance 
and a number of them have started for Flag- 
staff, with the intention of forcibly releasing 
their leader, Chief Hostine, who is now in jail 
here. If this report be true the Indians will 
arrive here today, and preparations have been 
made to withstand theirattack. Chief Hostine 
says if he is not released tomorrow the warriors 
will raid the town. Hostine expresses strong 
enmity towards the whites, and says he will 
kill every white man he sees after he is re- 
leased. 


WILL FAN BY CONTRACT. 


A Company to Furnish Hot or Cold Air, as 
Desired. 

Kawsas Orry, Mo., July 17.—Several of the 
richest men in Kansas City have organized for 
the purpose of supplying cold air throughout 
the city through conduits. Last night, at a 
meeting of the common council, a company 
was granted a franchise to build mains and 
works to carry out the proposed enterprise, the 
first of its kind ever attempted in this country. 
The projectors of the scheme are contident of 
its success, and will sell fresh air to any party 
and remove impure atmosphere at a very low 
cost per square foot. The work of laying mains 
will begin at once, and in all probability by 
next summer the company will be ready to 
supply fresh air in cool blasts. In the winter 
hot air will be sent through the pipes.

A 
singular feature of the explosion is that, 
although there were a number of people in the 
vicinity at the time, all escaped with slight 
injuries.

SWUNG FROM A BRIDGE, 


HOW A TOUGH WAS TREATED AT 
MIDDLEBOROUGH. 


AN ATTEMPT 10 DO-UP THE POLICE FORGE. 


The Citizens Come to the Ald of the Ps- 
lice, and the Would-Be Murderers . 
Are Routed. ’ 
LovIsvILyE, Ky., July 17.—A desperate at- 
tempt was made to assassinate the Middle- 
borough police force yesterday afternoon about 
3 o'clock. It seems that alot of disreputable 
characters who frequent Gum Springs, a low 
drinking and gambling dive, just outside the 


city limits, concocted a plot to murder the offi-. 


cers. They accordingly stationed about fifteen 
of their gang in ambush along the Louisville 
and Nashville, and two of them came just 
within the city limits and commenced firing 
their Winchesters. These two were Gilés 
Johnson and Frank Rossimus, Chief Maples, 
with a posse of officers, went in pyrsuit of the 
pair, and they were led into the ush, . 

Over a hundred shots were chang 
Special Officer Dorsey Willia was shot 
through both thighs, and Patrolman T. Walker 
was shot through the leg. The police -were 
forced to retire. They returned to the city. 
A posse of about one hundred citizens armed 
with rifles was soon marching in pursuit. 

* THE POSSE FINDS THEM. 

Finally one squad came upon Johnson and 
Rossimus ata sharp bend in the road. The 
toughs threw up their Winchesters and fired. 
The squad returned the fire and about seventy- 
five shots were fired, when the toughs took to 
the bush. Kossimus was caught a few minutes 
later, just as had drawn a bead on Officer 
Douglas, and in another moment the officer 
would have been a dead man, as he was onfy 
about ten feet from Rossimus, who Whe 
covered by the bush. Five Winchesters 


leveled at him caused him'to surrender forth- 


with and he was placed in the city jail here.’ 

About 1 o’clock last night, Johnson sent 
word that he would surrender if he would be 
taken immediately to the county jail at Pine- 
ville, as he feared violence here. He accord- 
ingly surrendered to deputy sheriffs outside 
the city limits, and was smuggled to the 
county site on the 9 o’clock train. 

LYNCHING OF ROSSIMUS. 

About 4o’clock this morning a crowd of 
masked men entered Jailer Pailett’s sleeping 
apartments at the city jail, and, with pistols 
at his head, demanded the keys to the jail. 
The jailer was forced to give up the keys. 

The crowd then went into the jail, took 
Rossimus out and led him to the big bridge 
over the canal, on Twentieth street, where he 
was shot several times. A rope was thén 
fastened around his neck, and he was swung 
over the side of the bridge until 7 o’clock, 
when he was cut down. A placard was tacked 
on the bridge rail, just above the body, bearing 
this inscription; 

Warning.—This is the fate of all would-be maur- 
derers. 


IT LOOKS LIKE SUICIDE. 


A Nashville Attorney Inflicts a Deathly 
Wound. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., July 17.—[Special.]— 
Mr. C. W. Beale, a prominent young attorney, 
shot ond killed himself shortly after noon 5+ 
day. The affair has every sembiance ‘of sui- 
cide, although Mr. Beale assured his wife 
with hisdying breath that it was purely ac- 
cidental. Mr. Beale was a sufferer from soft- 
ening of the brain two years ago, and his re- 
covery was pronounced remarkable at, the 
time. He had been slightly ill for several 
days, and his wife had given him every atten- 
tion. She had_barely left him today, when she 
heard the report of a revolver, and rushing 
back into his room, found him on the floor 


with the smoking weapon in his hand. The / 


ball had struck him just under the heart. He 
was conscious and twice assured his wife that 
the shooting was purely accidental. The re- 
volver was kept locked upin a drawer. Mr. 
Beale died before physicians arrived. He 
was an exceedingly bright man, having taken 
highest honors in both the law and academic 
departments at Vanderbilt university, mak- 
ing his way by teaching in the city high 
school. He had prospered and had no known 
reason for taking his own life. 


THE OTHER FELLOW 


SHE LOVED 


And Left the Husband Who Had Buried 
His Former Wife. 


GREENVILLE, 8S. C., June 17.—[Special.]— 
Deputy Sheriff Gilreath arrested Joseph 
Tinsley and Mrs. Mary Wiggins at Marietta, 
§. C., yesterday. Mrs. Wiggins is the second 
wife of W. D. Wiggins, of Piedmont, 8. @., 
and Tinsley is from Asheville, N. C. W. D. 
Wiggins was tried for poisoning his first wife 
with blue stone in Pickens county some 
months ago. He has only been married to his 
present wife a short while. Since his acquit- 
tal he and his present wife, who was Miss 
Mary Dil) had been living contentedly together 
until Tinsley made his appearance on the 
scene. Wiggins noticed that his wife seemed 
on very friendly terms with Tinsley, but 
did not suspect anything, as she said she had 
known him for years. On Tuesday last his 
wife told him she was tired of living with him, 
and was going to leave him, but still he paid 
no attention toher, although Tinsley had 
become a boarder at his house. Wednesday 
afternoon Wiggins missed his wife, and after 
inquiry learned that she and Tinsley had 
boarded the train for this place. He notified 
the police and the sheriff to look out for them, 
but a search of the city failed to reveal their 
whereabouts. Sheriff Gilreath thought they 
had gone to Marietta, and an inquiry by tele- 
phone gave the information that they were 
located, and would be held until he could send 
forthem. They are now in jail, where they 
will remain until a preliminary hearing is 
given them on Saturday next. 


FIVE MEN WERE KILLED 


And Several Others Severely Injured Dur- 
ing the Storm at West Superior. 

DutvutTH, Minn., Jnly 17.—At West Su- 
perior five men in all were killed by the fall- 
ing of the new hotel. Four men were severely 
injured, of whom one will die. Half a dozen 
more were badly hurt. Assistant Chief Kel- 
logg, of the fire department, had his leg 
broken. Twenty-five people had sought 
refuge in the building from the storm. So 
thick was the debris that it was three hours 
before the last body was reached. The new 
store building of William Mosher, on Ohio 
avenue, was blown down, and its occupants 
barély escaped with their lives. A building 
on the corner of Susquehanna and Eighteenth 
streets and two buildings on Lackawanna 
street were also demolished. At West Duluth 
several small buildings were unroofed.

SEBVATIVES’ PLATFORM. 


LORD SALISBURY FAVORS THE .CHANGE 


Parliament Will Dissolve Next Spring, and 
Then There Will Bé a Warm Cam- 
paign—Foreign News Generally. 


Loxpon, July 17.—[Copyright, 1891, by the 
New York Associated Press.}—Nothing has 
recently excited the inner conservative cir- 
cles so much as Lord Salisbury’s declaration 
that female suffrage ought to form part. of the 
coming electoral reforms. Election agents of 
the intending candidates beseige the execu- 
tive of the conservative association, demand- 
ing to know whether this is an essential part 
of the government programme. A host of 
members of the house of commons have 
warned the executive that a female vote plank 
would not be accepted by an influential sec- 
tion of the party without protest. The premier 
has long been known to be inclined to 
concede the right of suffrage to women as & 
probable counterpoise to the democratic 
tendency to the principle of manhood suffrage ; 
but now for the first time he has tried to com- 
mit the party to this momentous change of the 
franchise. 

@The council of the conservative association 
at sn informal meeting today, without passing 
& resolution to that effect, decided to intimate 
to Lord Salisbury that the party was so divided 
on the question that it would be unwise to rec- 
ognize it as a conservative principle. 
PREPARING FOR DISSOLUTION. 

In spite of Lord Salisbury’s allusion that 
the life of the parliament will not expire until 
August, 1893, electoral agents are preparing 
for a dissolution in the spring. The conserva- 


| tive platform, upon which the candidates will 


begin their canvass without delay, is now defi- 
hitely cast. Apart from the Irish local goy- 
ernment bill, in consideration of which the 
an oe expect and desire such obstruc- 
tion will justi a dissolution in 
the spring. the platform will include a 
reform bill amending the distribution 
of seats by emg Welsh and Irish repre- 
sentation, slightly increasing Scotch and giv- 
ing large advantages to English representa- 
tion. Other planks willbe: The maintenance 
of freeholder’s franchise; the maintenance of 
residential safeguard against personation; the 
abolition of illiterate vote, and legislation 
securing old age pensions and for the creation 
of workmen’s boards of arbitration. 

Tosum up the platform as now officially 
fixed, the ministers have endorsed the leading 
features of Chamberlain’s age assurance 
scheme, thus committing the party to further 
developments on lines of state socialism, and 
the redistribution of seats will be a strong card 
in the game. 

The liberals, however, unwilling to have 
their ranks depleted by the decrease of votes, 
must recognize the justice of removing the 
crying scandal by which London, which is 
nearly as populous as Ireland, returns forty 
fewer members. 

A CRANKY LORD. 

The suspension of a peer, a rare event in 
the upper house of parliament, occurred to- 
night in the case of the erratic Lord Denman, 
successor of the illustrious Judge Denman, 
but inheriting little of his father’s powers. 

Lord Denman had given notice of a motion 
for the return of the number of days on which 
the late Lord Granville had attended the 
house, and also the days on which he himself 
had. attended during Lord Granville’s lifetime. 
Whether the motion was inspired by sheer 
crankiness or by malice, Lord Denman was 
not allowed to explain. He was about to rise 
to speak when Lord Salishury interposing said 
that the motion could only be described as un- 
seemly. He might use a stronger word, but 
lie preferred not to discuss the motion. He 
would simply move that Lord Denman should 
not be heard during the remainder of the 
session. 

Lord Kimberly concurred and Lord Salis- 
bury’s motion was agreed to in silence. 

Lord Denman ‘“‘sloped,’’ looking daggers at 
Lord Salisbury, with whom he has an old feud, 
once nearly culminating in personal violence. 

MR. SEXTON AS LEADER. 

Mr. Sexton obtains the support of several 
Irish bishops, and is increasing the adhesion of 
members who will support him as leader of the 
Irish party on McCarthy’s withdrawal. Per- 
sonal friends of Dillon lay stress upon his re- 
luctance to lead any section if he 
fails to reunite the party. _Heis disposed to 
join his brother in America and to abandon 
political agitation for a time. 

During the progress of the Irish land bill 
Mr. Sexton added immensely to his reputation 
asatactician. He is the ablest debater in the 
party, and is now recognized asan adept in 
the quiet, judicious handling of affairs. 

MRS. O’SHEA HAS LETTERS, 

The sensational rumors that Mrs. Parnell 
has in her possession compromising corre- 
spondence with Mr. Gladstone, which she ob- 
tained while she was a go-between between 
Parnell and the liberal leaders, has a basis of 
truth. During the period when Parnell was 
in Kilmainham jail Mrs. O’Shea was a busy 
medium, and was in constant communication 
with Chamberlain, Morley and others, but 
never with Gladstone. If Parnell chooses to 
publish these letters they will disclose chiefly 
the keen political craft of Mrs. O’Shea and 
the charge of the liberals that her relations 
with Parnell were other than pure. 

THAT NAUGHTY PICTURE. 

Vigilant jurists got Lord Stanley, of Alder- 
ney, to raise the question in the house of lords 
in regard to the national purchase of Cal- 
deron’s picture of St. Elizabeth nude. Lord 
Salisbury ridiculed the idea that the picture 


outraged the feelings of Catholics. He said he 
had not seen the picture. He wished he had. 
He had seen a travesty wherein the lady 
showed her back to the county counselor. 
The question of clothes was one into which he 
could not enter. There were plenty of similar 
classical pictures that did not offend Catholics. 

Finally he concluded the picture was placed 
in great seclusion. These few jesting words 
disposed of the matter. The purists have 
been scored, however, by getting the magis- 
trate’s order to degtroy the photographs of 
Geromes, Bouguereaus, and other great French 
artists’ works. The leading argument against 
the sale of such photographs was that while 
the paintings might not indecent, photo- 
graphic reproductions may be. English ar- 
tists treat the prosecution with silent con- 
tempt. 

A FALLING OFF IN RECEIPTS. 

Sir John Pender, speaking atthe meeting 
of the Direct Cable Company, stated that 
there had been a positive decline in Atlantic 
tolegraphy since the operation of the McKin- 
ley law.

GOSSIP FROM FRANCE. 


A Heated Discussion and a Vote of Confi- 
dence—The Tariff. 

Paris, July 17.—The rebuff which the gov- 
ernment received yesterday in the chamber of 
deputies when it was decided, by a vote of 286 
to 203, to discuss the interpellation of M. Laur, 
a Boulangist deputy, whoasked the govern- 
ment to explain the manpérin which the Al- 
sace-Lorraine passport requisitions were en 
forced, occasioned a great deal of excitement 
throughout France. | 

The newspapers this morning are full of 
this subject, and its significance may be 
judged from the fact that mederate govern- 
ment organs appeal to the chamber to rescind 
its decision. These papers further declare 
that a discussion of the manner in which the 
Alsace-Lorraine passport regulations are en- 
forced will answer no purpose and will only 
lead to the adoption of more rigorous measures 
upon the part of the German government on 
the frontiers of Alsace-Lorraine. 

Radical and extremist journals, on the 
other hand, violently attack the government 
for opposing the discussion of the = 
regulations, and declare that no 8 left to 
the cabinet but to resign. These newspapers 
also insist that it is the’ right and 
duty of France to demand light 
on the alleged recent and severe 
restrictions placed upon the entry of French 
commercial travelers and others into Alsace- 
Lorraine, and they claim that the subject must 
be discussed. 

The Gaulois and Figaro placed themselves 
on record as believing that the discussion of 
this now serious subject today, would termi- 
nate in a vote of confidence in the government. 
These two proved to be correct. 

Tho vote of confidence was carried by 319 to 
103. Laur’s motion in regard to the passport 
regulations was subsequently tabled. 

The chamber later in the day, passed, with- 
out amendment, the first article of the cus- 
toms bill fixing the general minimum tariffs 
as already voted. Tlie chamber also passed 
the second article ofthe same bill fixing sur 
taxes to be levied onthe productsof other 
than European countries.

The great 
transportation companies are to make the ex- 
changes between the consumers and the 
producers. These corporations, by ex- 
tortion, are robbing the people, 
but through higher intelligence among 
the people, these questions will be solved. 

Then he told the bedbug story on the 
national bonds. ‘It’s not the men that are so 
bad, it’s the infernal, blood-sucking business 
they are engaged in.” The story provoked 
great laughterand the speaker commanded 
close attention as he proceeded. He told the 
story of the codfish currency, in which an old 
man put a piece of codfish in the contribution 
box. This was to drive home the idea of the 
absurdity of using commodities as money. 
‘‘Imagine”’ said he, ‘‘a dude going to church 
with a piece of codfish toputinto the contri- 
bution box. [Laughter.] 

“Out west we have to pay higher freights, 
and it comes home to us with crushing force 
that the railroad corporations get the lion’s 
share of the wealth of the country. In Kansas 
they estimate the wheat crop this year at 60,- 
000,000 bushels, and yet the proceeds won’t 

ay one year’s interest on the indebtedness of 
icanena, although that state's debt is less 
than that of others; and yet these railroad 
corporations must have a third of the wheat 
crop to get it to market.” 

There are 1,000 millionaires in New York 
who could not live but for the toilers. The pro- 
duce of the land belongs to the producers. It is to 
right the wrongs of the existing system that 
the alliance movement sprang up. 

“Survive or perish, sink or swim,’’ said he, 
‘‘we are going to stay on this platform till we 
wiu this government back for the people. 
They will try all sorts of expedients to get you 
back. In Kansas they tried topersuade us 
back, but we said to them, ‘My God, we have 
waited on you for thirty years!’ Wehelda 
convention, and the representative of he 
Kansas City Times said there was but one 
man in it who had a _ whbite collar, 
and there was not a lawyerin the crowd. We 
think that when we get a political convention 
without a lawyer that it is pretty near the 
millennium. [Laughter.] Not that lam op- 

osed to lawyers. It’s the political lawyers 

’m opposed to. 

"J ust as soon as you show any independence 
of action, the democratic party will begin to 
put your platform in their platform.” Here 
he told the story of the mule who was a set- 
ter, and it is good enough to insert. — 

“There was an Englishman out in Kansas 
who was riding a tine horse, and beside him 
was 9 boy ridinga mule. The mule squatted 
in the road and would go no farther, ‘Boy, 
what ails your mule?’ said the Englishman.

We have been foolish en to accept 
their doctrine from them. tever this 
movement may do, it has accomplished this 
resnit: The old political tricksters can never 
again hoodwink the people as they have in the 
past. They never oodwink a people who 
are studying with an est desire to pluck a 
system of government of the people, by the 
= and for the people. 

“In the future you will see a party that rep- 
resents the people, rich and poor, white and 
black, high and humble. I know not what its 
name will be, but that it will comeI am as 
sure as that the sun shines. I am glad that 
this movement is among the conrmon people. 
The agricultural classes in all ages have been 
the pagans in politics. In ancient Egypt and 
in Greece they were slaves, serfs or tenants, 
according to their condition. All over 
Europe they have been slaves, but I donot 
believe the American farmers will submit to 
the rule of a moneyed oligarchy. Strict of 
character, strong of body, fertile in resources, 
lovers of home, believers in God, I don’t be- 
lieve the farmers of America ever will be 
slaves. They are grasping the hands of their 
fellow iaborers with a grasp that means some- 
thing, and out of the movement co-operation 
will come again and crown the people. [Ap- 
plause. } 

“You are met by the same opposition as in 
allages. Do you know that in the struggle 
apparently to free the negroes, they 
took advantage of the absence of the 
masses at the front to pass laws that enslave 
the people? They have made the negro a 
hundred times more a slave than when he 
obeyed a master and they have enslaved white 
and black. They have robbed you of $32,000,- 
000,000 of wealth. Today you people who toll 
are more effectually slaves than the black men 
were before the war. The essence of slavery 
is that the laborer surrenders the products of 
his labor. Even the negro was not turned out 
as a tramp in his old age. Now there is an 
army of tramps.”’ 

Mr. Simpson was handed a note asking him 
to touch on the force bill. 

“On that force bill,’’ said he, ‘‘we felt in 
Kansas that we could not afford to havea 
United States marshal at the polls to dictate 
to your people. We feel that the intelligent 
people of the south know how to manage their 
own local affairs, andif you don’t itis time 
you were learning, and there is no way to learn 
but by experience. 

“Noman takes an interest in his govern- 
ment who has no property or no home to de- 
fend. Bob Ingersoll said that no man will 
take up arms in defense of his 
boarding house. We have a mass of 
voters who go to the polls and vote like cattle, 
and have as much voice in the government as 
if they paid taxes. The alliance legislature in 
Kansas instructed their representatives in con- 
gress to vote against that infamous force bill. 
There was a law on the statute books that de- 
clared that a rebel soldier should not vote. It 
was a disgrace to the state, and the alliance 
legislature repealed it. Too long we have 
traveled thatroad, and we will move with 
you people until we bury this old feeling so 
deep it never will be resurrected. 

“We determined to fill up the bloody 
chasm and to begin with Mr. Ingalls. He 
filled up a large space in that chasm. This 
fall, with your help, with alittle contribution of 
campaign funds, President Polk thinks we 
will capture this last stronghold. That will 
be glory enough for one day.” 

Mr. Simpson then told the story, ‘They 
are moving hell and the first load has just 
gone by.”’ Ingalls was the first load, and Mc- 
Kinley and Sherman, in Ohio, would make 
a good second. 

‘I want to finish that chasm business. You 
people in the south may have a few carcasses 
you can spare. Throw them in and it will help 
till up,”’ said he. 

‘*T want to say to you, ladiesand gentlemen, 
that you have captured Kansas. I believe 
you are better alliancemen than in Kansas. I 
know your position here and I appreciate it. 
This movement will do good to everybody, and 
let everybody join and help it along.’’ 


Here an hour’s recess was taken for dinner. 
A crowd of three or four thousand was fed to 
satisfaction. The barbecued meats were well 
done, and there was plenty for everybody. 
Watermelons and ice cream on the grounds 
supplemented the barbecue. 


Livingston on the Third Party. 


About 1 o’clock, the crowd having satisfied 
its hunger, Colonel Livingston was introduced. 
The sun was hot and the crowd was restless. 
The speaker’s voice could not be heard dis- 
tinctly by the people on the outeredge of the 
crowd, and the young ladies and their beaux 
kept up alively conversation. This disturbed 
the speaker and he remarked: 

‘*T understand full well that there are some 
people here who would a ‘doggoned sight rather 
court than listen toa discussion of the sub- 
treasury plan.”’ 

This created great laughter, and the talk 
ceased a little while, then it became as noisy 
asever. In addition to this there was a move- 
ment ofthe people to and fro on the outer 
edge of the crowd. Colonel Livingston was 
moved torémark: “There are some people 
who never did sympathize with anything, and 
never will. I have seen men pass a wounded 
soldier without offering him a drink of water. 
There are men in this audience who 
care no more for the alliance 
order and the subtreasury than 
they do for the leaves above their heads. 
You never will have a movement that will in- 
terest everybody, but this has interested more 
than anything that has happened since Christ 
Jesus came into the world to save sinners. 
Even the eastern states, where men live solely 
on the sweat of the south and the west, even 
there they are asking what the alliance move- 
ment means. If you have no interest, if 
you have no faith in the alliance move- 
ment, I say, as was said to the father- 
less ones in Israel who doubted their 
delivery from Egyptian bondage, ‘Stand 
still and see the salvation of the Lord.’ 

“The future of your women and children, 
the clothing, food and fuel of millions of peo- 
ple depend on this movement.”’ 

The restlessness continuing, Colonel Living- 
ston said: ‘‘I want to ask you young men and 
ladies back there if you can’t shut vour mouths 
and stay still,get up and go to the woods whetfe 
you belong. I have more respect for you than 
you have for me.”’ 
mSome man made some remark which could 
not be heard, and Colonel Livingston replied: 
‘‘You have got more mouth than you have got 
brains, or you would shut your mouth.” 

“Oh, my God!”’ exclaimed an allianceman, 
and gave a yell of satisfaction. 

Colonel Livingston then took up the third 
party question. 

‘‘Our people have not aligned themselves 
with any political party,’ said he. “I told 
you General Weaver and Jerry Simpson did 
not come down here totalk third party, and 
they have not done so. They didn’t come 
here to talk democracy or republicanism, and 
they haven’t done it, eithere There are some 
people who think every time you say anything 
that you are talking about them. The alliance, 
in or out of Georgia, is not talking about the 
democratic party or the republican party, I 
want to tell you that there is no third pafty. 
General Weaver will tell you so.” 

‘“T am _ disappointed,” said General 
Weaver. They are all one way. 

‘‘Hesays he did believe there was a third 
party in Georgia,’’ continued Colonel Living- 
ston, “butit is not true. He finds every 
man, woman and child going the same 
road. The Georgia State Alliance has 
not authorized me to talk third party. The 
national meeting at Ocala never authorized 
me to talk third party. They never instructed 
me to talk democratic party. I will never go 
to an alliance meeting and talk democratic 

arty. If thereis a democratic meeting it may 

different. I don’task Weaver and Simpson 
what they talk at republican or third party 
meetin That is none of my business. 

‘It is said that a guilty conscience needs no 
accuser, and when alliancemen stand up and 
talk straight alliance doctrine there is always 
somebody to call it third party. 

“T am going to make a prediction. If 
neither the democratic or republican party 
fights the alliance there will be no fight on 
our side against either one of them. I believe 
it as honestly as I do that I stand on this plat- 
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Benton, Joh 
houn, Tom Jefferson, Andrew Jackson, and 
all the great leaders of both democratic and 
republican parties since the organization of the 
government. Whenthe alliance came along 
seeking to take care of the people somebody 
jumps up and says, ‘You are as, © 
, y did you adopt a platform?’ y 
does the Baptist church have a creed, why the 
Methodist and all the other churches? I thank 
God that good people can come together and 
put before the people what they believe to be 
right, no matter how foolish it may be. We 
are suffering serious compijaints, and we specify 
them and the remedies, Is there anything 
wrong in that? ‘Oh, yes,” some 
fellow will say, ‘you will go too far; 
you will break up the party.” Well, hadn’t 
you better wait till you get tothe branch be- 
fore you jump? Some of you don’t know as 
much as Balaam’s ass. ® made a correct 
rophecy, and that’s more than youcan do. 
alaam’s ass was silent, and if someof you 
would follow the example you would be better 
off and the country, too. 

“F-don’t know what will grow outof this 
alliance movement, but I believe thatif the 
democratic and republican party will not fight 
the alliance we will never fight them. 

**T regret to see a disposition on the part of 
some newspapers to ridicule us. I have seen 
democratic and republican papers that are 
ridiculing the alliance movement.’’ Here he 
mentioned the resolution of the Mississippi 
convention, to the effect that the subtreasury 
plan would not do the farmers any good. He 
ventured the assertion thatthere Were not 
ten alliancemen in that convention, and men- 
tioned that ga congressman, Mr. Lewiss, 
begged the convention not to pass that reso- 
lution. 

“TI want to say once for all about this third 
party business,’’ said he, ‘‘that our people have 
not taken any position whatever. I am not 
authorized todo itas president of the state 
alliance, and no other man in Geergiais. But 
I want to say this, that the ridicule of the op- 
position, through political leaders and politi- 
cal newspapers, will do more, and has done 
miore to break up the democratic party than 
any alliance organization in this county. [A 
voice, “That’s right.”] If you want a proof 
of it, turn to the .race for 
congressin this district.” 

Here he related the attempt of straightout 
Jeffersonians in one county to put out an o 
position ticket after the alliancemen had pe 
mitted to democratic primaries. 

**Then,”’ said he, ‘they appealed to the Hon. 
M. A. Candler and to others to beat this al- 
lianceman, and failing to get help there they 
appealed to Rufus B. Bullock to come into the 
canvass with his money and beat me. 

‘‘In the seventh district, where Everett had 
been nominated after alliancemen had gone 
into the democratic primaries, the straightout 
Jeffersonian democrats got together at Rome 
and nominated a man who had kicked out of 
the democratic party more times than he has 
fingers and toes, to beat the regular democratic 
nominee. 

**T have always been ademocrat. My father 
was an old line whig, but coming out of the 
war I went into the democratic party; 
I have never voted a_ republican 
ticket or a greenback ticket, but I want to 
say that this kind of conduct will ruin the 
democratic party of Georgia or any other 
country, and it ought to damnit. If you are 
going to put a man to the trouble of winning 
a nomination, and then because he happens to 
be an allianceman, bolt the democratic party 
platform, and try to beat him because he is an 
allianceman, these people will say you have 
not got any democratic party. 

‘There is not a single allianceman nominated 
for the house or senate of the Georgia legisla- 
ture or for county offices or for congress, who 
kicked against the nomination. When it was 
made they abided by it. hatis the highest 
evidence in Georgia of a man’s democracy. 
You, who are talking about us as athird party, 
suppose you wait until you have done that. 
Before you take the mote out of our eyes, sup- 
pose you cast the beam out of your own. 

‘This question came up at our Ocala meet- 
ing. General Weaver was not there, but 
Jerry was—(General Weaver: ‘And that’s 
just as bad.’’}—and the northwestern people 
pressed this question. They wanted to fill up 
the bloody chasm, and said: ‘We will quit 
the republican party if you will leave the 
democratic party, and we will strike hands 
and fill up this chasm.’ The Georgia alliance- 
men said: ‘Weare not prepared to take that 
step in Georgia yet.’ Wedid appoint a con- 
ference for February, 1892. 

‘‘The democratic party in Georgia since the 
war has had very little chance to do good or 
evil. (Laughter. Simpson: ‘‘That’s right,.’’] 
The republicans either had all the three de- 
partments of government or the president and 
senate. In 1884 we got Cleveland and the 
house. That was the first chance we had to 
even show our hand. Iam goingto tell you 
something some of you may not like. The 
issue today is not between the democrats of 
the south but between the eastern protective 
tariff, single standard money or 
gold bug democratic and the republican parties 
on the one side and the south and northwest 
on the other. I can’t tell you whether in that 
contest democracy will be emblazoned on one 
banner and republicanism on the other, but 
mark my prediction, the fight ain’t going to be 
between democrats; it isgoing to be between 
i ye it is going tobe between the east 
and the west. [General Weaver: ‘That’s 
where it wiil be, and we are with you.”} The 
east has the money of the country 
and the president and senate. A noted 
politician in Wall street made this remark 
last Thursday: ‘We have got an offer of four 
millions of money to carry an eastern man into 
the presidency next time.’ There’s the fight. 
In the name of God, isit not about time we 
should open our eyes? Itis the money power 
of the east and Europe against the south and 
west. lIask you as honest men to look at that 
thing as it is.’’ 

Here he stated that at Ocala, every 
western allianceman voted for’ the 
resolution condemning the force bill, and went 
home and passed resolutions in the legislatures 
and put such pressure on their representatives 
in congress that they voted against the bill. 
It was not the democratic party, but the north- 
or republicans who defeated the force 

ill. 

‘‘What,” said he, ‘‘was Cleveland doing all 

that time? Did he go to Washington and ask 
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ic party. There is not a word of truth init. 
*T said I could not tell you what will come 
out of this alliance movement. I havean 


gressmen from all over the country are 
there, that the politicians will quit their mean- 
ness and devilment and the democrats will 
pass some measure for the relief of our peo- 
ple. I hope they wil lay everything 
else down and do that, andif they do Weaver 
says he will fight under the democratic ban- 
ner.”’ 

Colonel Livingston told of a Kansas mort- 
gage on 300 acres of land which not only in- 
cluded the man’s horses and mules, but put in 
twenty-six chickens. 

**Now,” said he, “if when we go up yonder 
they say to us, ‘I don’t want to have anything 
todo with you because you are an alliance 
democrat.’ I don't know what these people 
will do and JI don’t caré much. 

Weaver: ‘They willtear the bone out.’’] 
hy they will turn out every single 


and discuss our principles. Are they right? 
If so, I want to go to my democratic friends 
everywhere and say, ‘Put your feet on this 
thing. Come up and let us reason together 
about this thing, and if it is right, let us put 
our feet on it and stand there. 

“When Christ came into the world to save 
sinners there was a class that began to ridicule 
Him, and it was the  oflice holders, 
the same” class that is_ ridiculing 
this movement, and I want to give to these 
leaders and newspaper men who are fighting 
us just now the same answer Christ gave 
those office holders: ‘Rendér unto Cwsar the 
things that are Cewsar’s.’ That is, render unto 
the democratic party all its honors and emolu- 
ments and render unto the people their rights, 
and, by the eternal, there will be no trouble.’’ 

Colonel Livingston then went into a dis- 
cussion of the subtreasury plan. He was fol- 
lowed by Hon. C. L. Moses. The party, after 
the speaking, went to their private car and 
left at 4 o’clock, by way of Newnan and the 
Chattanooga, Rome and Columbus railroad, 
for Rome.

Dawson, Ga., July 17.—[Special.]—Today 
the old vets and alliancemen held a grand 
rally at Harmony park. Mr. Martin, the 
vice president of the alliance, introduced 
Colonel J. G. Parks, one of the most fluent 
speakers of the place, who extended, in grace- 
ful terms, the keys of the city. He recounted 
the acts of heroism of the confederate soldiers, 
and eulogized in fitting terms the lost cause. 
He was followed by Lee Hoyt, a young orator 
of promise, who held his audience for some 
time. Cries of ‘“Guerry!” ‘“Guerry!”’ 
brought the irrepressible and popular 
young judge out with one of the 
most catching speeches of the day. 
He said that the alliance was right, but should 
not go to extremes; should be conservative in 
its action; that the subtreasury was es 
because it did not originate at the north.

Senate Routine. 

In the senate yesterday an important bill 
was passed. 

The bill passed without a single vote in the 
negative. 

It provides that an amendment to the consti- 
tution permitting the levying of a graded in- 
come tax be submitted to the state at the next 
general election. The bill was transmitted to 
the house to be acted on. If it passes that 
body and is signed by the governor, it will be 
submitted to the people at the election in 1892. 
The next general assembly can then do as they 
see fit in regard to levying the tax. 

When the roll call for. new bills was con- 
cluded, Mr. Ellington moved that the house 
resolution be disagreed to. This resolution 
provides that a committee of fifteen from the 
house and eight from the senate be appointed 
to re-apportion the senatorial districts. Mr. 
Ellington was opposed tothe bill because he 
thought it should have originated in the sen- 
ate. The motion caused considerable discus- 
sion, but the senate was opposed to it anda 
vote resulted—yeas, 25; nays, 14. Every 
senator who had spoken was op- 
posed to redistricting the state. 
Several very important house bills were read 
the tirst time. 

The following new bills were introduced and 
read the first time: 

Senator Ellington—Conferring additional 
jurisdiction on the county courts of the state. 

Senator Todd—A bill to incorporate the At- 
lanta, Hapeville and Manchester railroad and 
for other purposes. 

Senator Todd—A bill to amenjdjan act to 
fix the venue of justice courts in cities of this 
state having over fifteen thousand population 
and to locate the times and places of holding 
said courts so as to make certain its qualifica- 
tions of persons to preside over said courts. 

THAT SALARY BILL. 

The bill providing that the constitution be 
so changed as to pay legislators a salary was 
reported unfavorably. 

A bill to require all cotton-seed meal to be 
subjected to analysis and inspection as a con- 
dition precedent to being offered for sale was 
reported favorably. It was passed and trans- 
mitted to the house. . 

The bill providing that the county court 
judges be permitted to draw ajury of eighteen 
instead of twelve was tabled. 

The house bill chartering Talbotton and 
Western railroad was passed. 

And at 12:20 o’clock the senate adjourned 
until 10 o’clock Monday morning.

SUICIDE IN MACON. 


CLARENCE LL. STUBBS PUTS AN END 
TO His LiFe. 


Two Pistol Shots Do the Work—Strong Drink 
Given as the Cause—The Woman Who 
Caused Moore’s Lynching in Town. 


Macon, Ga., July 17.—{Special.]}—Macon 
was horrified this afternoon at about 2 o’clock 
at the report that Mr. Clarence L. Stubbs had 
committed suicide at the Brown house. 

Not many moments had passed before the 
hotel was crowded, and policemen had to be 
stationed at the doors to keep the people back. 

The crowd pushed on to room No. 41, where 
it was said the suicide had taken place, 
and there on the floor Jay Mr, Stubbs, 
a thirty-eight-caliber pistol by his 
side, and his head resting in a 
pool of blood. The people were driven from 
the corridors of the hotel and the coroner 
summoned, and then the particulars of the 
tragedy were made known. 

TWO PISTOL SHOTS. 

It seems that shortly after 12 o’clock two 
pistol reports rang out in the hotel and some- 
what ¢étartled the occupants. Search was 
made to find some cause for the reports, but 
it was finally decided that they had come from 
without. 

Nothing else was thought of the circum- 
stance until about 2 o’clock, when one of the 


chambermaids on her rounds through the 
house cleaning up, stepped into room 41. 

She shrank back and screamed, and then 
ran through the house telling to every one 
that a man had been murdered upin 41. This 
was the first known of the tragedy. 

Search was made for some explanation of 
the act and 1n Stubbs’s pocket was 

FOUND A LETTER 
addressed to his brotaer, Mr. R. W. Stubbs. 

The letter was opened and its contents re- 
vealed the cause—it was drink. Portions of the 
letter-are here given, showing what great morti- 
fication the dead man had felt from his cursed 
habit. 

The letter begun: 

Macon, Ga., July 17, 1891.—My Dear Brother: 
This step is taken from the positive conclusion 
that whisky and I can’t live in the same country. @ 

Here followed several pages pertaining to busi- 
ness, in which the closest instructions were given 
about the most minute details, and in’ which he 
evinced a great love for his brother and others of 
his family. He spoke to his_ brother 
of certain property that would in- 
sure him an ample income, and 
told him what he thought certain crops should 
yield. It was closely filled with the warmest 
solicitation for his family. 

A tender portion of his letter allu@led to ‘*faith- 
ful old mammy and Joe and his own servant, Al- 
fred,’’ to whom he wished certain things given. 

Continuing, he says: ‘*‘Good-by, my darling 
brother. lama miserable wretch, s0 why prolong 
my existence? It is tortureto me. To you, my 
brother, it will be different. Bear up and be a 
man. Your own brother, CLARENOE. 

The letter was written as if intensely agi- 
tated and laboring under great emotion. In 
some places he would write the same word two 
and three times and repeat the same senti- 
ments over again. 

HE DIED INSTANTLY. 

An examination of the wound showed one 
round hole on the right temple, from which 
the blood had trickled down to the floor, but 
which had now stopped bleeding. It had 
begun to swell slightly, and the flesh around it 
was turning dark. He had evidently pulled 
the trigger twice in rapid succession and 
the balls entered the same hole. 

HE HAD BEEN DRINKING, 

In the room were two whisky bottles, one 
empty and the other partially so. He had 
been seen, too, in the bar during that morning 
and was drinking. 

JUST RETURNED HOME. 

It seems that young Stubbs had simply come 
back home to die. He left Macon about the 
20th of May for Hu. Springs, Ark., where he 
has since remained, only returning to this city 
last night. He registered at the Brown house 
as Clarence L. Stubbs, Bibb county, and was 
assigned to the room in which he took his 
life. Hewasin very feeble health and when 
viewed as he lay on the floor today, weltering in 
his own blood, those who had known 
him for years could hardly recognize the face 
before them, it was so thin and emaciated, 

HE WAS WELL OFF. 

It was known that young Stubbs was well 
off, baving recently come into possession of 
considerable property by the division of an 
estate 

He was about thirty years ofage, and had 
never been married. His father and mother 
are both dead, and R. W. Stubbs is his nearest 
relative. He isa farmer, living near Macon. 

Clarence Stubbs had, up to several months 
ago, been a traveling salesman for the Macon 
Hardware Company, but had been forced to 
retire on account of hishealth. He wasalways 
thought to possess excellent qualities, and his 
rash act is as great a surprise as such an occur- 
rence could possibly be. He has many friends 
in Macon and in different parts of the state. 

THE VERDICT. 

It did not take the jury long after examin- 
ing into the facts, as given above, to make a 
decision, and without hesitating they signed a 
verdict to the effect that the deceased came to 
lis death by a pistol ball in the head fired by 
his own hand. 

The body will be interred tomorrow. Stubbs 
has many relatives in Macon and the adjoin- 
ing section.

Mr. Watson’s Letter. 

We print a letter from Hon. Thomas. 
Watson in reply to some editorial comments 
which we found it necessary to make on 
that portion of his speech before the Geor- 
gia legislature in which he took occasion to 
make a deliberate and an uncalled-for attack 
on the democratic party. We give his letter 
cheerfully in order that our readers and his 
friends may see the character of the justifi- 
cation which he offers for denouncing the 
democratic party and sending it to limbo 
with the republican party. 

Mr. Watson complains that we are mak- 
ing an elaborate attempt to do him injustice, 
and is of the opinion that we should have 
printed his whole speech. He will observe, 
however, that we have not critised his 
speech, but only that portion in which, with- 
out reason or justification, he proceeded to 
attack the democratic party and to declare 
that its platform of principles could not be 
distinguished from that of the republican 
party. 

We think it is no injustice to Mr. Watson 
to call him to orderin this matter and to 
protest that he is wronging the very party 
and people to whom he owes his present 
position. Weremember very clearly that 
when he became a candidate for congress he 
went before the democratic primaries as a 
democrat; that he was voted for asa dem®- 
crat; that he was nominated by a democratic 
convention on a democratic platform; and 
that he was elected by voters who are as 

true to the democratic party and its prin- 
ciples as they are to the alliance and its pur- 
poses. Inthe course of his spéech, Mr. 
Watson said that he was drifting, It is as 
dangerous to drift in polities at this time as 
itis-at Sea, and wedesire to throw him a 


line which will be the means of keeping him 


in the democratic party, where alone there is 
safety for the people and success for the 
alliance. 

In his letter, Mr. Watson gives us what 
he calls the sum and substance of his speech, 
and it is very interesting, but it is to be ob- 
served that he does not give in this sum and 
substance his characterization of the demo- 
cratic party and its platform, and this is the 
only portion of his remarks which we have 
undertaken to criticise or to protest against. 
This characterization—this charge that the 
democratic party’s declaration of principles 
cannot be distinguished from that of the re- 
publican party—stands by itself, and bears 
no definite relation to the rest of Mr. Wat- 
son’s remarks, unless, indeed, some blunt 
person should declare that it is really the 
sum and substance of his speech. 

None of the speakers who were on the 
stand with Mr. Watson made any such decla- 
ration. Onthe contrary, Mr. Moses and 
others reaffirmed their allegiance to the 
democratic party, recognizing it as the only 
medium and instrument through which and 
by which the reforms demanded by the 
people can be secured. Mr. Watson will 
find that none of the alliance leaders in 
Georgia or elsewhere in the south will en- 
dorse his declaration against the democratic 
party. 

As we have said, the brief but vivid 
synopsis which he gives of his speech is in- 
teresting, and it is the more interesting since 
not a sentiment he utters leads up to his 
denunciation of the democratic party and its 
platform of principles. We had supposed— 
indeed, we had hoped—that it was an utter- 
ance made inthe heat and excitement of 
oratorical passion, but in his letter Mr. 
Watson says that there is not in his Atlanta 
address any sentiment that he cares to re- 
tract—thus indirectly reaffirming the decla- 
ration which we have criticised. 

Mr. Watson seems to think we are doing 
him injustice—that we have singled him out 
for the purpose of attacking him. This isa 
narrow view to take of the matter. He has 
done the democratic party and its platforms 
injustice, and we are merely defending them 
from his attacks. We can do this heartily, 
and still retain a very high esteem for Mr, 
Watson. He shall be done no injustice in 
these columns. We shall undertake, rather, 
to show him that he has made a mistake; 
that the alliance movement is not antago- 
nistic to the principles of the democratic 
party but to the results of vicious and cor- 
rupt legislation enacted by the republican 
party. We shall undertake to show him 
that Mr. Oates, upon whom he confers the 
dignity of Booger Man, is not the democratic 
party, but merely a humble unit in that 
organization; and it all shall be done in the 
friendliest spirit, with an eye to the success 
not only of the party of the people but of the 
reform movement of the farmers. 

We, therefore, beg Mr. Watson to free his 
mind of the idea that Taz ConstiruTION is 
‘‘angered’’ against him—especially of the 
idea that its ‘‘anger’’ is aroused because of 
his denunciation of the imaginary effort. to 
“deliver the vote of this state to David B. 
Hill.””,. Tue Constrrurion has not a par- 
ticle more interest in Governor Hill than it 
has in any other democrat who has distin- 
guished himself as a successful party leader. 


the democratic party successful next year— | 
in a desire to see in the white house a sin- 
cere and an unmistakable democrat pledged 
to carry out, so far asin him lies, the de- 
mands of the people for relief and reform. 

We trust that when the campaign begins 
in earnest Mr. Watson will be as anxious for 
democratic success, and will work as hard to 
secure it as THE CONSTITUTION proposes to 
do. He should begin this work now, and if 
he devotes himself to it as assiduously as the 
nature’of the case demands, he will find 
neither time nor opportunity to rehash and 
endorse republican abuse of Governor David 
B. Hill and Tammany hall. 


A Strange Story. 

A correspondent, writing from Richmond, 
Va., and signing himself E. Walton, com- 
plains that he has been very badly treated 
in the Mexican state of Jalisco, and is unable 
to obtain redress. 

Mr. Walton says that he went to Gua- 
dalajara in 1888, and remained there three 
years, giving lessonsin English. He had 
money and good recommendations, but some 
of the natives systematically persecuted him. 
His neighbors threw dirty water on his door. 
He was insulted in the street. Women quar- 
reled with him. He could not get justice in 
the courts. An attempt was made to poison 
him, and finally threats and ill-treatment 
forced him to leavethecountry. Mr. Walton 
states that at one time in Jalisco there was 
a disagreement between the state authorities 
and the tribunal of justice, whereupon the 
tribunal declared itself ina state of siege, 
and for eight months the administration of 
justice was suspended. Another unpleasant 
thing is a way the people have of sending 
foreigners to the lunatic asylum when they 
make a stand for their rights. 

It strikes us that if our correspondent is 
able to prove his charges, the authorities of 
Mexico and of this country will readily unite 
in affording him ample protection and repara- 
tion. It is the testimony of most American 
travelers that the Mexicans make it very 
pleasant for our citizens when they go down 
there with money and conduct themselves 
properly. Of course, strangers are liable to 
be roughly treated by the vicious classes 
anywhere, but if a well-behaved American 
undergoes any persecution in Mexico and 
fails to obtain protection or satisfaction, the 
case must be a very exceptional one. Mr. 
Walton’s story needs investigation. 


Southern Ports and Their Business. 


The New York Mail and Express has a 
review of our exports for the month of June 
in which attention is called to the increasing 
shipments from our southern ports. 

It seems that last year neither Charleston, 
Newporc News nor Richmond shipped any 
cotton in June. This year the official re- 
ports show that Charleston shipped 4,802 
bales, worth $239,750; Newport News 2,221 
bales, worth $100,075, and Richmond 2,031 
bales, worth $101,550. New Orleans ex- 
ported in June last year 20,407 bales, worth 
$1,042,879, and in June“ .iiesyear 75,604 
bales, worth $3,527,8§v., Savannah shows 
an increase of.ff6m 1,200 to 3,841 bales, 
Norfolk from 41 to 1,258 bales, and Balti- 
more fréth 515 to 11,224 bales. The Mail 


and Express says: 


New Orleans has pressed ahead of New York as 
a point of export for cotton, showing for last 
month 75,604 bales to New York’s 51,947. We re- 
joice in these evidences that there is a revival in 
the shipping trade on so many of the Atlantic and 
guif ports. New York has lost nothing, for she 
exported 9,000 bales more in June, 1891, than in 
June, 1890; but from Baltimore to New Orleans 
the southeastern ports have gained enormously. 
And they will gain still more, as a liberal repub- 
lican shipping policy restores our merchant ma- 
rine, and as a liberal republican reciprocity policy 
extends our markets. 


It is worthy of note that our contempo- 
rary is hopeful of still better things when 
the republican reciprocity policy extends our 
markets. This is a plain admission that our 
producers will find their highest prosperity 
under the democratic policy of free trade, 
which the republicans are preparing to 
utilize in our commercial intercourse with 
certain countries under the name of recip- 
rocity. 

No claim is made that McKinleyism pro- 
tects and fosters our productive industries, 
but, on the contrary, our prosperity is ad- 
mitted to be due to the free trade experiments 
which are the exceptions to the general rule 
of high protection. 

The fact that the growing south has 
reached a point where even under unfavora- 
ble conditions her seaports are beginning to 
feel the increased volume of business fore- 
shadows what is bound to come with the 
cessation of all unfriendly legislation against 
this section. 


“What Makes a Dollar.” 

The Augusta Chronicle is telling its 
readers what makes a dollar, and it seems 
to be in considerable confusion about the 
matter. It says that the government does 
rot coin money in the sense of creating it, 
and this is true in a measure.® Neverthe- 
less the act of coinage confers on the metal 
thus created a special distinction, and lifts 
it out of the realm of mere commodities, 

Our contemporary quotes the constitution, 
which gives power to congress ‘to coin 
money, regulate the value thereof and for- 
eign coin, and to fix the standard of weights 
and measures,’’ and observes that “‘the 
value of the dollar is supposed to be already 
there.”’ This observation is misleading. 
The government cannot create value in a 
metal, and yet the very paragraph which 
The Chronicle quotes gives to congress the 
power to regulate the value not only of our 
own coinage, but of foreign coins in circula- 
tion here. This matter of regulating value 
is very important, for it comes very close to 
covering all the ground that has been gone. 
over in the financial discussion. 

In regard to The Chronicle’s observation 
that ‘‘the value of the dollar is supposed to 
be already there,”’ it may be said that the 
power of regulating the value of money con- 
ferred on congress casts a shadow of doubt 
overit. Yet itistrue that the mere mint 
stamp of the government does not create 
value or even regulate it. This was shown 
in the issue of trade dollars. These coins 
contained 420 grains of silver, and were 
duly coined and stamped by the govern- 
ment, but they were never as valuable for 
currency purposes as the standard doll 
containing only 412 grains. The ] 
weight dollar was as good asa gold do 
while: the dollar containing eight 
grains of silver was at a discount. 

This fact overturns the elaborate theory 
which The Chronicle has been building up 
in respect of light-weight dollars. There 
was and is a substantial reason why the 
dollar of 412 grains should be more valuable 
than the dollar of 420 grains. In one case 


standard dollar a debt-paying instrument. 
The heavier dollar was not a legal tender, 
and was, therefore, less valuable as money. 


Is There No Difference? 
Congressman Thomas E. Watson is re- 
ported to have used in his recent speech in 
the hall of the house the following language 
by way of statement and illustration:

THE RYAN CASE WILL BE FIN- 


ISHED TODAY. 


Judge Gober Will Look Into the Kecord 
and Decide Whether Mr. Ryan 
Is in Contempt. 


Will Steve Ryan go to jail? 

From the time the court opened yesterday 
morning until it adjourned at 9 o’clock last 
night, interest in the Ryan trial deepened. 

When Judge Gober told Mr. Ryan’s counsel 
to proceed with the evidence, the courtroom 
was almost empty. Gradually through the 
day, however, it filled up, until when the 
court suspended at night, a large crowd was 
listening intently to the argument of Mr. 
Lumpkin, who was speaking in favor of the 
contempt case against Mr. Ryan. 

‘ What Was Done. 

As soon as court met, Colonel Cox, who 
stood ready with a batch of affidavits in his 
hand, proceeded to read them in support of 
Mr. Ryan’s answer. , 

A large number of these were read to show 
that John F. Ryan was in the habit of carry- 
ing large sums of money. The affi- 
davit of Charles L. Langford to more fully 
explain the affidavit he had furnished the 
other side. Receiver Kingsberry’s affidavit 
that he. was nowengaged in making an. in- 
ventory of the stock of John Ryan’s Sons, and 
that it was so large it would take him two or 
three weeks to complete the work were read. 

Portions of the Ryan books were introduced 
to explain how certain accounts were kept. 

When this was done, Colonel Cox had evi- 
dently disposed of the matter immediately in 
hand and glanced towards Mr. Walter R. 
Brown, who gave him‘another bundle of affi- 
davits. 

Horse Racing and Gambling. 

These papers were a part of the story of 
reckless expenditure, high living and gam- 
bling, by which, in his answer, Mr. Ryan said 
the house of John Ryan’s Sons went down. 

D. C. Campbell’s aftidavit told that he had 
seen Mr. Ryan lose $3,500 on the whirling of 
the roulette wheel and other games, in Cran- 
dell’s gambling establishment, in New York 
city. 

The affidavit was objected to because 
the gambling was stated to have oc- 
curred since the 27th of March, which was not 
set upintheanswer. The attorney for the 
creditors withdrew their objection, and Colo- 
nel Cox proceeded. Dr. Willis F. Westmore- 
land’s affidavit was read to the effect that in 
1890 he wasin New York with Mr. Ryan and 
saw him betting heavily on various games of 
hazard, and that he must have lost $8,000. 

J.C. Slean and J. L. Minmore’s affidavits 
as to gambling in the great metropolis were 
also read. 

The high and extravagant life ied by Mr. 
Ryan while in New York was given in 
@ joint affidavit of H. C. Farrar 
and J. E. Butler, who swore they were with 
him in that city for some time in February, 
1891; that he was spending money lavishly, 
averaging about one hundred dollars a night. 

Mr. Ryan, at Saratoga, Monmoth park and 
Sheepshead Bay, was pictured in an affidavit 
of J. P. Quinn, of Little Rock, Ark. The 
affidavit told of big bets on the race course, of 
large sums lost and won on blooded racers, and 
of extravagant living at fashionable resorts. 
The time stated was in July and August, 
1890. 

The last of these affidavits was that of Dr. 
G. W. Harris, of Washington, D. C., who had 
seen Mr. Ryan betting on horse races and 
playing roulette. The number of clerks in 
the big establishment were given 
in an affidavit of Mr. Ryan and Mr. G. M. 
Downs. 

Colonel Cox then offered an amendment to 
the original answer. 

The amendment was to correct some of the 
kiting operations. It also set out that when 
the redepo-its were made frequently checks 
that had been cashed at the store were de- 
posited instead of the same money. 

It was then announced by Mr. Ryan’s 
counsel that they had closed. 

In rebutting the testimony in support of 
the answer, Mr. Spalding read the affidavit 
of A. P. Stewart that Mrs. Isabella Ryan had 
paid taxes on no property in 1889 and 1890, 
of B. M. Fowler that he was in 
New York with Mr. Farrar and Mr. Butler, 
and was constantly in their company, that on 
only a few occasions did they see Mr. Ryan, 
and the amount of money he spent was about 
fifteen dollarsa day. Affidavits of Mr. High, 
Mr. Rich, Mr. Harrison, Mr. Kiser and other 
leading merchants, to show the custom of 
merchants in handling their checks, the affida- 
vits stating that usually canceled checks: were 
kept for at least one year, and that most mer- 
chants kept them longer, asthey answered for 
receipts, were read. 

A few whispered words passed between the 
attorneys for the creditors and the receiver 
and Mr. Spalding announced to the court 
that they were through with their evidence. 

“What does the other side say?” asked 
Judge Gober. 

The attorneys for Mr. Ryan consulted a few 
moments and Colonel Cox announced that 
they had nothing furtner. 

‘“‘HHow many speeches do you want on a 
side?’’ asked the judge. 

‘‘There are but three of us on this side, and 
we would all like to have a say,’’ said Colonel 
Cox 

‘‘Three of us will talk, too,” said Colonel 
Hammond. 

This was agreed upon, and Mr. Spalding 
began the argument in favor of the rule the 
discussion of which means so much to Mr. 
Ryan. 

It was 11 o’clock when Mr. Spalding began 
his argument, and he occupied the time until 
the dinner hour, and about an hour in the 
afternoon session. He began with the disso- 
lution of the partnership between John F. 
Ryan and Stephen A. Ryan, and brought the 
histery of all the transactions up to the closing 
of the doors on the 26th day of May, presenting 
all the details of the case and the manner of 
conducting the entire business in strong and 
forcible language. 

Colonel Cox followed for Mr. Ryan in a log- 
ical argument, eloquently presented. 

Atthe night session Mr. Lumpkin, for the 
creditors, handled the great mass of testimony 
in a masterly manner, presenting the figures 
deduced from the testimony. 

This morning Mr. Brownand Judge Hopkins 
will be heard for Mr. Ryan, and Colonel! Ham- 
mond on the other side. The case will then 
be in Judge Gober’s hands.

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A MASS MEETING 


TO BE HELD IN WEST END NEAT 
MONDAY NIGHT. 


Important Matters to Be Considered—Fro- 
posed Changes in the City Charter. 
Lively Times Promised. 


There will be a mass meeting of the citizens 
of West End next Monday night, and from 
present indications it will be the largest and 
liveliest mass meeting ever held in that city. 

For some time the citizens of West End 
have been contemplating some very vital 
changes deemed necessary in the city’s 
charter, and the mass meeting Monday night 
is for the purpose of taking some final action 
on the proposed amendments to the charter of 
the city. 

At the meeting Monday night the committee 
of twenty-five appointed at the mass meeting 
last week to consider the amendments will 
make its report. 

The proposed amendments as they will be 
reported Monday night are: 

Section 1. As to sewers. The present act 
that governs the city of Atlanta in laying 
sewers and eharging the property owners for 
it, will be recommended. 

Sec. 2. Will require street car companies 
to pay as formerly for single tracks, that is 
between the tracks and three feet on either 
side, and where they have double tracks are to 
pay for between tracks and one foot on each 
s1dae. 

Sec. 3. Extending city limits will be re- 
ported adversely on. 

Sec. 4. Authorizing the city council to 
raise the tax from present rate, 50 cents to 75 
cents on $100, and to raise it to $1 on every 
$100, after submitting it to a vote of the peo 
ple, reported favorably. 

Sec. 5. Authorizing the mayor and coun- 
cil to issue bonds to the amount of 7 per cent 
on the taxabie property of the city, will be re- 
ported favorably. 

Sec. 6. Authorizing the transfer of fi. fas. 
for street paving to the ‘contractors, 80 as 
to induce them to give one, two and three 
years time to property holders, will be re- 
ported adversely on. 

Sec. 7. Authorizing the city to charge 8 
per cent interest on delinquent taxes, will also 
be reported adversely. 

There is a strong division of sentiment on 
the fourth section, authorizing the issue of 
bonds by the city, and it is more than likely 
that a lively fight will be made on that section 
at the meeting Monday night.

Reported for The Constitution by Peeples 
and Stevens, Reporters of the 
Supreme Court of Georgia. 


Baker & Hall v. Dobbins. Acceptance. Con- 
tracts.

1. When an order is drawn by the surviving 
member ofa firm of contractors for a specific

Window Glasses Shattered, 


Mr. F. M. Coker, president of the Bank of 
Georgia, happened to a pecaliar and painful 
accident yesterday. 

He is badly burned and will have to Stay in 
doors for several days. 

William T. Wilson, office boy at the bank, is 
even worse burned. 

Both caused by an explosion of gas in the 
vault of the bank yesterday morning. 

Yesterday morning, just before 9 o’clock, 
Mr. Coker reached the bank. He unlocked 
the door to the vault, and perceived a strong 
odor of gas. He supposed that some little had 
escaped, as it had done before, and not think. 
— of any danger, stepped inside to light the 
et. 

Finding he had no match he called to his 
messenger boy, Wilson. The boy went up to 
the jet and struck a mateh, 

At that moment there was a terrific ex- 

plosion. 
- The vault was a mass of flame, the walls 
trembled and glass was shattered in the win- 
dows of the building. The force of the ex- 
plosion threw Mr. Coker against the wall. The 
boy was thrown entirely out into the office. 

The force was not enough to more than stun 
them for a few moments, but the flames of the 
burning gas encircling them caused the 
damage.’ 

Both were painfully and badly burned. 

Dr. J.-B. Baird was sent for and arrived a 
few minutes after the accident. Mr. Coker 
was suffering intensely from burns on his face, 
hands and neck, and his hair was singed. The 
pain was at once greatly reduced by a cooling 
preparation, and he was carried to his home. 

Wilson’s burns were no}worse except on the 
arms, where pieces of skin peeled off. His 
face and neck were scorched and some of the 
hair burned. 

His injuries were quickly attended to, and 
soon he was resting easily, Dr. Baird being 
ably assisted by Mrs. Coker in making the 
little fellow comfortable. 

Dr. Baird pronounces the burns not at all 
serious. He treated them skillfully, and last 
night both were resting well. 

It is supposed that the accident was due to 
the fact that when the gas was turned off the 
night before the key was inadvertently turned 
on again. 

It was a peculiar accident, and both Mr. 
Coker and young Wiison will suffer from it 
for several days.

Brought Up by the Application of a Liquor 
Firm for a Distillery Charter—A Tech- 
nicality Comes to Their Relief, 


LAWRENCEVILLE, Ga., July 17.—[Special.]

THE CAUSE OF THE TROUBLE. 

Some weeks ago Messrs. Brown and Moore 
employed counsel to have a charter granted 
them to manufacture whisky in Goodwin dis- 
trict on Mr. Brown’s premises. The people 
for miles around demurred in no uncertain 
tone and at once advertised that a bill would 
be introduced in the following session of the 
general assembly to prohibit the manufacture 
of whisky. Both advertisements ran in The 
Gwinnett Herald. Court met on the 8th as well 
as the general assembly and it was a race who 
would first be incorporated. 

THE FIRST MOVE. 

The senate passed the bill incorporating 
Level creek church and prohibiting the manu- 
facture or sale of whisky for four miles around, 
but it was evident that it could not pass the 
house before Judge Hutchins would pass upon 
the application of Brown and Moore, which 
Was to be finally disposed of 
Wednesday at 2o’clock p. m. Some _ two 
or three hundred men and women 
petitioned in writing to the judge, asking him 
to refuse to grantit. But under a recent de 
cision of the supreme court he could not con- 
sider the appeal. The only means left to pre- 
vent the charter was technical objections. 

THE SAVING POINT. 

The law requires that the application for 
charter be published in the nearest public 
gazette to the place of doing business, and the 
point was raised that The Buford Gazette was 
nearer than The Gwinnett Herald, and that it 
had not been published in the town paper. It 
was only a technical objection, but under the 
statute a legal and sufficient one, and the 
judge, of his own knowledge being cognizant 
of the distances between the two gazettes, sus- 
tained it, and for that reason refused to grant 
the charter. 

THE PEOPLE JUBILANT. 

The people in and around Suwanee are 
jubilant over their victory. This case is a 
strong argument in favor of some legislation 
upon this important subject, giving to the 
courts discretion to grant or refuse charters as 
they may deem proper. 


THE MELON MARKET DULL. 


Prices Off and Sales Few and Flat in the 
Vicinity of Camilla. 


Camituta, Ga., July 17.—[Special.]—The 
melon industry has received a ‘‘black eye.”’ 
For several days past our growers have been 
receiving returns from their cars, the net sales 
running from $10 down to absolutely nothing, 
and in one or two instances commission houses 
have requested growers to send as much as $17 
to pay the balance on freight. 

It is reported that the railroads have re- 
fused to move cars now unless the 
freight is paid by the shippers. This 
condition of affairs makes the _ situa- 
tion of the farmer a bad one. His condition 
was already alarming and it was confidently 
expected that the present melon crop would 
give him considerable relief. 

But the ruling price of the melon market 
today scatters all hope to the four winds. 

At the present rate they will not get pay for 
the seed. 

Tw say the least of it this leaves our agricul- 
tural interests in a most deplorable condition, 
with the prospects of a heavy cotton crop in 
this section, and the indications are that the 
cotion market will open at 7 cents and soon 
fall to 54.

I deem it proper to 
yf this now, however, since I have learned that 
it is being reported by active canvassers, by de- 
sign,I suppose, that only two members of our bar 
are applicants, giving names other than my own, 
and signatures ve been obtained to a petition 
by such representations.

Georgia Will Be Asked for $4,000 for the 
Confederate Children’s Industrial 
School—Miss Moore’s Work. 


Today Georgia will be asked to contribute 
$4,000 to a noble cause. 


That of building a home for needy and 
destitute children and grandchildren of con- 
federate veterans. 


Here is a copy of the bill to be introduced 
before the legislature this morning : 

A bill, to be entitled an act to appropriate the 
Bum of ($4,000) four thousand dollars, for the 
building of the Confederate Childrens’ Industrial 
= for the whole south.

Fam y the legislature of the state of 

Section 1, That, as so many confederate veter- 
ans, who have married the second and third time, 
are now suffering from wounds and diseases con- 
tracted by the misfortunes of the civil War, con- 
sequently are unable to maintain and educate 
their growing families, therefore the sum of 
($4,000) four thousand dollars is hereby appro- 
priated out of the general fund, to aid in the con- 
struction of suitable buildings for the Confeder- 
ate Children’s Industrial school, located in the 
center of the south, mm Springville, St. Clair 
county, stateofAlabama. — 


Sec, 2. That the comptroller shall draw his war- 
rant upon the treasurer of the state for said 
amount of $4,000, in favor ot the trustees of said 
Confederate Children’s Industrial school, a8 soon 


as the state of Alabaina appropriates and pays at 
least double the amount. eich tie “ 


Sec. 3. Aillaws and parts of laws conflictin 
with this act are hereby repealed. , 


The introduction of this billis due to the 
work of Miss Aula Moore, who originated the 
movement and is making it her lifetime work 
to carry it on to success. 

Miss Moore is a true daughter of the south 


‘born in Alabama and raised in that state and 


in Georgia. Her father died near the begin- 
hing of the war, when she was a young child. 
All her relatives fought for the confederacy. 
After the war she lived with aunts and uncles 
in various parts of the south until she acquired 
an excellent education and reached woman- 
hood. % 

Her heart was touched atthe sight of so 
many poor, destitute children of confederates— 
some of them with living but disabled parents, 
who had lost theirall in the struggle, and 
others parentless and homeless. Children of 
the best old families, many of them, thrown 
into a life of poverty by their patriotic parents, 
who battled for what they thought was 
right. 

Having some means she took charge of a lit- 
tle orphan, with the idea of raising itas it 
should be. In ashort while she was besieged 
with requests forthe child from rich and in- 
fluential peeple. Reluctantly she gave it up, 
and then secured-another. This was also 
turned over to a wealthy couple. Thus it was 
with twelve. - 

The idea of building a home was uppermost 
in her mind all the time. The town of Spring- 
Ville, in St. Clair county, Alabama, donated to 
the cause twenty acres of land,-in the best of 
locations. On the 18th of last February she 
applied for a charter for ‘‘The Confederate 
Children’s Industrial School’ for the whole 
south. The charter was granted, and an ap- 
propriation was to have been asked for, but 
the legislature adjourned the next day. 

Dr. Prince, of Bessemer, donated $100,000 
worth of marble forthe buildings. Other in- 
dividuals donated money, and when the legis- 
Jature of that state meets again an appropria- 
tion will be asked for. It is expected to get 

20,000 in this way. 

Miss Moore is now in Atlanta toadd tothe 
fund: The législature of evéry southern state 
wiil be asked for an appropriation, and indi- 
viduals are expected to help. 

Miss Moore is a modest, unassuming little 
woman, whose appearance and every action 
shows gentle southern birth. She said yester- 
day: 

**All over the north there are schools for the 
children of the union soldiers. The south 
must, can and will have the children of her 
heroes attended to‘and cared for. 

‘“‘With the assistance that should be more 
than willingly given, the school, whose foun- 
dation is now so well started, will be pushed 
into a grand success within a year. It will be 
industrial. An excellent education and home 
training will be given, and, besides, every at- 
tendant will be taught a trade that will com- 
mand agood living. This .is for the whole 
south, and the whole south should be de- 
lighted to assist.’’ 

Miss Moore has three charming little girls 
with her. One, Lena Morris, is from Atlanta, 
and has only been with her a week. 

The two others are sisters, Lurine and Elma 
Smith, the former ‘“‘goin’ on five’ years old, 
the ‘latter ‘‘three years and two months.” 
They are from Withville, Va.,and two love- 
lier _ golden-haired creatures could not be 
found. 

They have been with Miss Moore,or ‘‘aunty,”’ 
as they call her, for just a year, and that 
lady’s training and governing power is shown 
inthem. With the sweetest of disposition, 
the most charming, unaffectedand gentle 
manners, they invite and receive affection 
from all they meet, 

They have been trained to sing together, 
and “southern mocking birds’’ fitly applies to 
them. Their singing is delightful, ‘and all 
who have seen and heard them are their hearty 
admirers and friends. 

Miss Moore is a cousinof Colonel John H. 
Seals. She will remain in Atlanta for several 
days. From here she will go to New York, 
where, she says,. there are 30,000 southern 
families who will help in the work. 

She carries the children with her wherever 
she goes, and it makes up a happy and inter- 
esting family.
